While there Joe. who once headed the Kcith- 
Albee-Orp hcum Tneaires and later Palhc, drop ­ 
p ed in to see some of his old Iriends in Holly­ 
wood. 
At a p rivate gathering of movie moguls he 
exp ounded these extraordinary views: 
1. 
That England, although fighting he­ 
roically, faced overwhelming odds, 
and the United State.s might as well 
realize that England was virtually 
defeated. 
2. 
That the United States should care­ 
fully limit it? aid to Britain so as 
to gain time to become fully armed, 
m order to be in a belter p osition 
to do business with the axis victors. 
3. 
That Hollywood p roducers should 
slop making films offensive to the 
dictators. 
Kennedy also admonished his listeners to 
follow the views of the Will Hays organization 
and heed the strictures of the Catholic Legion 
of Decency. 
He cmp iiasized that great damage 
was being suffered by the church as a result 
of the war, which was emp tying the churches. 
His thesis was that the church must seek p eace 
as soon as p ossible. 
Kennedy’s 
remarks, 
although 
off-the- 
recoi’d, caused sucli a sensation that they were 
communicated 
inimediaiely 
to 
Washington. 
Kennedy also told his Hollywood friends what 
he had already told the State Dep artment, that 
he would definitely not return to London. 
NOTE: 
Joe Kennedy, one of Roosevelt’s 
close p ersonal friends, was one of the most 
p op ular American ambassadors ever to serve 
in London. 
He stuck at his p ost during the 
rain of death which hit all around the embassy, 
but for nearly a year has felt that England 
was fighting a hop eless war. 
Whether she won 
or not, Kennedy felt, the war would com­ 
p letely revclutionize the British social and eco­ 
nomic system, also result in the loss of most 
of her world trade. 
New Cro p Curtailment 
Beginning next week (December 
1).

which marks a sharp turning jn the p olicy of 
crop control. 
It is aimed to remedy what has 
long been locsely described as “p aying farmei'S 
for not growing soinething.” 
Henry Wallace and the AAA never ack­ 
nowledged that their p rogram was as negative 
as that, but the new p rogram sets out to elimi­ 
nate all doubt.

p ayments merely by abandoning a certain acre­ 
age—that is, by reducing the number of acres 
of his major crop . 
But under the Alabama 
p lan, he is required also to carry out certain 
soil building p ractices, such as terracing, p lant­ 
ing erosion-resisting crop s, and setting aside an 
acre of p ermanent p asture. 
The p lan, first adop ted in Alabama, p uts 
farmers on their mettle. 
If they fail to p erform, 
the benefit p ayments are withheld. 
In other 
words, the objective is shifted, from acreage 
reduction to imp rovement of the soil of America.

The refugees had been aboard 
the ship since last Thursday, wait­ 
ing to start their voyage as soon 
as authorities deemed conditions 
in the Mediterranean to be reason­ 
ably safe. 
(Jewish immigration to Pales­ 
tine was forbidden in June, 19 39 , 
when the British colonial secre­ 
tary asserted there was an or­ 
ganized attempt to thwart the us­ 
ual immigration quota law.) 
The Patria was an 11,885-ton 
French freight and passenger ves­ 
sel recently tak en over by Britain.
